As the busy autumn days came upon 
us, Twin Fires took on a new nspect. 
and one to us greenhorns Indescribably 
thrilling. In the first place, our field 
of corn rustled perpetually as wo 
walked post it, and down in the green- 
ish-golden lanes beneath we could see 
the orange gleam of pungkins (I shall 
so spell the word lest it be mispro- 
nounced by the Ignorant). Great ears 
•of the StoweH'8 evergreen were ripe, 
for Mike's prediction about the early 
froBt bad not come true, and we ate 
the succulent food clean to the cob ev- 
ery day at dinner, besides selling many 
dozens of ears to the market. In the 
long light of afternoon, Stella loved to 
go along the path by the bnyfleld wall 
and then turn in amid the corn, losing 
sight at once of all the universe and 
wandering in a new world of rustling 
leaves. She felt, she said, just as Alice 
must have felt after bIic had eaten the 
cake; and once a rabbit bounded 
across her foot, to her unspeakable de- 
light. She looked to see if he had 
dropped his gloves I 

Then there was the potato field. We 
"were eating our own new potatoes 
■now. Often Stella dug them. 

'It seems so funny to go nnd dig, up 
a potato," she declared. "I've always 
felt that potatoes just were. But to 
Bee the whole process of growth is 
quite another matter. Oh. John, It 
makes them so much nicer!" 

"Especially when you are getting 
seventy-five cents a bushel for them," 
I laughed. 

The loaded tomato vines, too, with 
the red fruit hanging out from the wire 
frames and sending a pungent odor 
into the surrounding air, appealed to 
Stella endlessly. I used to see her now 
and then, as I glanced from the south 
room of a morning, eating a raw to- 
mato like an apple, her bend bent for- 
ward so that the juice would not spoil 
her dress. 

And there were the apples! Already 
a red astrachan tree invited us on 
«very trip to the brook, and other old 
trees were bearing fast-reddenlng 
fruit. I had wanted to set out more 
orchard, but we agreed that we could 
not afford it that year, if we were to 
build chicken houses against the 
spring, so I reluctantly gave up the 
Idea. But our old trees, in spite of 
(or perhaps because of) my sprine 
pruning, were doing fairly well. We 
had enough for baked apples and 
cream all winter, anyhow, Stella reck- 
oned, smacking her lips at the thought 
Every day, on our way to the pool, 
one or the other of us took a hoc along 
and scraped a tree for five minutes, 
gradually getting the old bark off, and 
making a final preparation for a thor- 
ough spraying the next winter just so 
much easier. I used to prune a bit, too. 
In spare moments, so that by the end 
of the summer considerable Tenovation 
had been accomplished. 

And now came the foxglove trans- 
planting. According to the gardener's 
-directions, we took two long rows 
"Where the early peas had stood (and 
where Mike had disobeyed my instruc- 
tions to spade the vines under, that 
fcelng a form of green manuring your 
•old-time gardener will not see the 
value of, I have discovered), trenched 
•them, put in manure and soil, and set 
•out at least three hundred foxglove 
plants six inches apart It was a cool, 
cloudy day, and they stood up ns 
though nothing had happened. Then, 
as nn .experiment we moved scores of 
tiny hollyhocks from the crowded seed- 
beds Into their permanent position as 
a screen between the south kitchen 
windows and the sundial lawn, and as 
a border on the west side of the same 
lawn. They, too, were quite unaffect- 
ed by the change. 

Meanwhile, we ordered our bulbs — 
hyacinths, daffodils (which in our cli- 
mate refuse to take the winds of March 
with "beauty, cowardly waiting till 
May), a few crocuses, Narcissus poetl- 
cus, Empress narcissus, German Iris, 
Japanese iris and Darwin tulips. We 
•ordered tho iris and tulips in named 
varieties. 

"They have such nice names," said 
• Stella, "especially the Japanese iris— 
Kiml-no-megurai, Shlratakl, Momo- 
•chlgumn! The tulips are nice, too. 
•Here is Ariadne nnd Kate Greennway 
holmobblng with Professor Rauwcn- 
hoff! What's the use of having plants* 
that aren't namod? We must show 
them as much respect as Antony and 
■Cleopatra, or Eplctetus and Luelln!" 
We -also experimented with lilies- 
lemon- lilies for the shady north side 
of the house, tigers for the border be- 
yond the pool, nnd two or three of the 
expensive Myriophyllums, just to show 
that we, too. could go In for the exotic, 
like our neighbors on the big estates. 
When the bulbs came, Jn October, 
we looked at the boxes sadly. 

"Whew!" said Stella, "you can't be 
lazy and have a garden, can you?" 

"I don't work tomorrow, I guess," 
said I.' "Shaii we ask Mike's Joe to 
help us?" 

,r Neverr said my wife. "We'll put 
these bulbs in ourselves. If I had any 
help, I should fee! like the Eckstroras, 
which God forbid!" 

So the' next day at seven-thirty we 
be,gan. We ringed the pool with Ger-

man and Japanese iris, alternated for 
succession, nnd planted a few Japa- 
nese both below aud above tho pool, 
close to the brook. Wo set tho Narcis- 
sus poeticus bulbs where, if they grow, 
the flowers could look at themselves In 
the mirror below the dnm. Tho Em- 
press narcissus we placed on both 
sides of the pool just beyond the iris. 
On each side of tho bench we placed 
a bulb of our precious Myriophyllums, 
and put tbe tigers into the borders 
close to the shrubbery on both sides. 
Tho hyacinths went into tho sundial 
beds, the Darwlns into tho beds at the 
base of the rose aqueduct, a few cro- 
cuses into the sundial lawn, and the 
daffodils here and there all over the 
place, where the fancy struck us and 
the ground invited. 

"Now, I'm going to label everything, 
and put it on a map besides," cried 
Stella, "except the daffodils. I want 
to forget where they are. I want sur- 
prises in the spring. Oh, John, do you 
suppose they'll come up?" 

"Yes, I suppose they will," I Inughed, 
"some of them. But do you suppose 
we'll ever get the kinks out of our 
backs?" 

"I'm willing to go doubled up all the 
rest of my lifo for a garden of daffo- 
dils all my own," she cried. 
And then my heart with pleasure thrills 
And dances with the daffodils— 
"It was very thoughtful of old Words- 
worth, and Shnkespeare, and Maseflold, 
and all the rest to write nice things 
about daffodils, wasn't it John? I 
wonder if gardens would be so won- 
derful if it weren't for all their lit- 
erary suggestions, and tho lovely 
things they remind you of? Gardens 
have so much atmosphere! Oh, spring, 
spring, hurry and como!" 

I forgot my lame back In her enthu- 
siasm, and later, when the apples were 
gathered, the potatoes dug, the beets 
and carrots in the root cellar, our own 
sweet cider foamed in a glass pitcher 
on our table, and the first snow spits 
of December whlBtled across the fields, 
we put a little long manure over tho 
Irises and other bulbs, and pine boughs 
over the remaining perennials, nnd 
wrapped tho ramblers in straw, with 
almost as much laughing tenderness 
as you would put a child to bed. * 

The cows were back in the stable, 
and Mike had revised his opinion of 
cork-asphalt floors when he realized 
the case of cleaning with a hose; the 
potatoes and apples and onions and 
beets and carrots for our family use 
were stored in barrels and bins In the 
cellar, or spread on shelves, or burled 
In sand. The vegetable garden was 
newly plowed, nnd manure spread on 
the hnyfleld. Antony and Cleopatra 
had been captured and brought Into 
the dining room, where they were to 
spend the winter In a glass bowl. Eplc- 
tetus and Luelln and Gladys and Gay- 
nor had all burrowed out of sight Into 
the ground.

In the evening. We lived so fd.i a 
life, indeed, that it was only by pre 
serving nn absolute routine for roj 
own bread-winning labors, from a. nl 
till one, that I was able to resist the 
siren call of form and garden, and get 
my dally stint accomplished. 

Tho preceding summer I hnd made 
about two hundred dollars out of my 
produce, which in my first naive en- 
thusiasm pleased me greatly. But it 
was surely a poor return on ray invest- 
ment, reckoned merely In dollars nnd 
cents, nnd the second season showed 
a different result. Having two cows 
nnd a small family, I managed to dis- 
pose of my surplus milk nnd crenm 
to n farmer who ran a milk route. 
This brought me In $73 n year. As I 
further saved at least $100 by not hav- 
ing to buy milk, nnd $G0 by Peter's 
efforts at the churn, and could reckon 
a further profit from manure and 
calves, my cows were wortli between 
three hundred and four hundred dol- 
lars a year to me. Now that we had 
hens nnd chickens, we could reckon 
on another .$100 saved In egg and poul- 
try bills. To this total I was nblo to 
add at the end of the summer moro 
than five hundred dollars received 
from the sale of fruit and vegetables, 
not only to the market but to the lu> 
tels. I was the only person in Bent- 
ford who hnd cultivated raspberries 
for sale, for instance, nnd the fnct 
that I could deliver them absolutely 
frosh to tho hotels was appreciated In 
so delicate a fruit. Stella and Peter 
were the pickers. I also supplied tho 
inns with peas, cauliflowers and toma- 
toes. Thus the farm was actually pay- 
ing me in cash or saving at least a 
thousand dollars^ year— indeed, much 
more, since we had no fruit nor vege- 
table bills the year through, Mrs. Pilllg 
being an artist in preserving what 
would not keep in the cellar. But we 
will call it a thousand dollars, and let 
tho rest go as interest on the invest- 
ment represented by seeds and imple- 
ments. To offset this, I paid Mike $000 
a year, and employed his son Joe at 
$1.75 a day for twenty weeks. This 
left me a profit of about two hundred 
dollars on my first full season ot Twin 
Fires, which paid my taxes and bought 
my coal. Out of my salary, then, came 
no rent, no bills for butter, eggs, milk, 
poultry nor vegetables. I had to pay 
Mrs. Pilllg her $20 a month therefrom, 
I had to pay tho upkeep of the place, 
and grocery nnd meat bills (tho latter 
being comparatively small in summer). 
But with the great item of rent elimi- 
nated, and my farm help paying for 
itself, it was astonishing to me to con- 
template what a beautiful, comfort- 
able home we wero able to afford on 
an income which in New 'York would 
coop us in nn upper West side apart- 
ment We hnd thirty rfcres of beauti- 
ful land, we had a brook, a pine grove, 
an orchard, a not too formal garden, 
a lovely house, In which we wore 
slowly assembling mahogany furniture 
which fitted It. We had summer soci- 
ety as sophisticated as we cared to mix 
with, and winter society to which we 
could give gladly of our own stores 
of knowledge or enthuBlnam and find 
Joy in tho giving. We had health as 
never before, and air and sunshine and 
a world of beauty all about us to the 
far, blue wall of hills. 

Above nil, we hnd the perpetual in- 
centive of gardening to keep our eyes 
toward tho future. A true garden 
like a life well lived, Is forever becom- 
Ing, forever in process, forovor leading 
on toward new goals. Lifo, indeed, 
goes hand in hnnd with your garden, 
and never a fair thought but you 
write it In flowers, never a beautiful 
picture but you paint it if you can. 
and with the striving learn patience, 
nnd with the half accomplishment tho 
"divine unrest"

plate, and as I look back on the years 
of Twin Fires' genesis, or forward Into 
the future, tho hours that are not 
sunny are Indeed not marked for me.

(somewhat irregularly) by Stella and 
me, for we still are poor, as tho Eck- 
Btroms would reckon poverty, nnd none 
of what Mrs. Deland has called "tho 
grlra Inhibitions of wealth" prevents 
us from doing whatever wo can with 
our own hands, and finding therein a 
double satisfaction. Over my head 
rustle the thick vines— a wistaria 
among them, which may or may not 
survive another winter.

BRITISH BROUGHT DOWN 
ITY ZEPPELIN RAIDERS 




All. London Turned Out In Its Night Clothes to Watch Thrilling Spec- 

tacle of Battle Between Great Airships From Germany and 

. Rook of Defending Aeroplanes and Land Guns—People 

Showed No Fright, and Millions Cheered When One 

Invader Shot to Earth, a -Mass of Flames. I

London.— The most formidable ulr 
raid of history apparently has been 
nt the same time, the greatest 'failure. 
Previous raids on England carried out 
by two or«even one airship have exact- 
ed a far more severe toll of life and 
wrought tremendous damage as com- 
pared with what was done by the beet 
of la Zeppelins which came to Lon- 
don early one morning recently, while, 
on the other hand, for the second time 
In the history of the present war two 
of tlie mighty Zeppelins wero actually 
brought down and one was destroyed. 

On one other occasion a Zeppelin 
was forced to come down and was lost 
In the Thames, but this time the air- 
ships actually met their finish through 
the good work of the British Flying 
corps, ufter what was beyond a doubt 
the most thrilling battle In the ulr 
Which luis ever* occurred. 

Tho real story of the raid and the 
battle in the air cannot be told, at 
least for the present, and. all attempts 
to describe what happened during the 
night must be limited to the accounts 
which are sanctioned for publication 
by the olliclul press bureau. 

What the Airships Did. 
The sum total of casualties und dam- 
age caused by the 13 Zeppelins is us 
follows: 

Killed— Thirty persons. 

Injured— About 100 persons. 

Twenty-five houses and some out- 
buildings slightly damaged In the Met- 
ropolitan police urea. 

Two water mains cut 

A number of cottages and a church 
damaged In other areas. 

A fire at some gas works. 

Itemnrkuble scenes were witnessed 
In London while the antiaircraft guns 
were blazing away at the raiders. 
From the roof of the Suvoy hotel, the 
correspondent obtained a perfect view 
of the uirshlps brought down. They 
presented a wonderful sight, caught In 
the glare of more thuu a dozen search- 
lights, illuminating them from every 
angle. The light Hashed us a signal 
by the victorious airman was pluinly 
discernible above the destroyed raider 
and a minute Inter ilnmes were seen 
to burst forth from the huge airship, 
while shells were bursting all uround It. 

The giant machine, now only a mass 
of Homes, fell rapidly, metcorllke, to 
the ground, but so great was its height 
at tho time when it met its doom that 
Its full seemed slow. 

Throngs on Streets. 
In Loudon theaters, restaurants, 
cafes and burs close promptly at mid- 
night under the new Defense of the 
tteulin regulations, hut although It wits 
then after two o'clock livthe morning 
tho streets were packed and a wild 
roar of cheers hailed the fall and de- 
struction of the unwelcome raider. 

Hurrying from the roof to the 
ground floor of the hotel, the corre- 
spondent, although having already seen 
three air raids on Loudon, witnessed 
never-to-be-forgotten scenes. Stair- 
cases und corridors wore thronged 
with people aroused from their slum- 
bers, but few Indeed were those who 
displayed the slightest sign of four. 

Women, who shortly before mid- 
night hnd been dnncing in the ballroom 
of the Savoy, elaborately ^gowned and 
bejeweled, were enmping on the stulrs 
in scunty night attire. Of men there 
were few to be seen. In private curs, 
tuxlcabs or even afoot they hnd ul- 
reudy started for the spot whero the 
remains of the Zeppelin und the bodies 
of its crew were then being consumed 
by the flames. 

The little suburb of Cuflley, ueur En- 
field, about eighteen miles from the 
center of London, where the Zeppelin 
met Its fate, jumped Into sudden fume 
and became the scene of u continuous 
pilgrimage of sightseers from all parts 
of the metropolis. 

Thoso who expected to carry off 
souvenirs of the event, however trif- 
ling, were disappointed, for every par- 
ticle of tlie wreckage that had escaped 
tho attention of eurly collectors had 
rifely passed Into olliclul custody. 
Flock to the Scene. 
The scenes at Cuflley were of u re- 
markable character, Hundreds of 
thousands of persons flocked to see the 
wrecked raider, and such was the con- 
gestion on tlie locul railway that an 
order had eventually to be Issued that 
all bookings must cease. When night 
came hundreds were stranded und 
uiuriy made the return journey partly 
on foot. 

The superintendent of aircraft con- 
struction und other high ouleers con- 
nected with the Hying services were 
early upon the scene and spent u con- 
siderable time Inspecting the machin- 
ery parts, of tlie Zeppelin which: had 
up to then been recovered. 

tien. Sir Sam Hughes, Canadian min- 
ister of inilltiu, was among the first to 
inspect the wreckage. The airship 
cumo to earth with such force that 
much of the machinery, Including the 
engines, each or which weighs a quar- 
ter of. a ton, wus deeply burled in tlie 
earth. Tlie work of digging these val- 
uable parts of the debris out proceed- 
ed until dusk. 

As eueh piece of machinery was re- 
covered it wus carefully Inspected and 
in a largo number of cases photo- 
graphed from different ungles by u 



Afterward It wus carefully placed in 

one of tho motor lorries for removal. 

Tells of Finding Bodies. 

A special constable gave a thrilling 
account of the tragedy. 

"When I reached the spot," he said, 
"the Zeppelin— a mangled muss of 
ruins— wus still n scathing furnuce, 
with tongues of hissing flames licking 
the framework, and reducing It to 
molten metal. So fierce was the heat 
thnt it was at first impossible to ap- 
proach to close quarters. Pulls of wa- 
ter hnd to he fetched from a pond in a 
field some distunce away to cool the 
remains, and the work of extricating 
the bodies was proceeded with. 

"Thut of the commander of the Zep- 
pelin wus first discovered. His left 
hand wus still resting on the steer- 
ing wheel, but his right hnnd had been 
torn away. 

•'Close by, the charred remains of 
six other members of the crew were 
with dliliculty extricated from the wire 
entanglement to which the skeleton 
of the fabric imd been reduced, und 
were tuken to the outhouse of u neigh- 
boring Inn. Upon the hand of one 
wus found a diamond ring. 

"Four engines were taken from the 
crumpled airship, together with a 
clock, which survived Intact, the hands 
stopplug at ten minutes past three." 

Saw the Raiders. 
The nrrlvul of the German raiders 
over the suburbs of London Is related 
as follows by one who saw the de- 
struction of tlie airship from one of 
tho heights of Cuflley, where tlie raider 
came to grief. 

"Some time nfter midnight tlie si- 
lence was bitten Into by the deep boom 
of guns. Occuslonaily the maze of mist 
was pierced by gun flashes. The boom 
of tlie guns found nn answering echo 
along the hills nnd valleys In the dis- 
tance. For n time nothing could be 
seen to justify the unwonted activity. 
Gradually our ears cuught tlie. sound 
of u dull droning noise overhead. It 
came nearer, getting louder und loud- 
er, until it resembled the roar of a fast 
traveling train. 

"I swept the skies with my glasses. 
The outline of an airship was faintly 
discernible crossing out of the mist 
from enst to west. It hovered about 
for a while ns though the crew were 
trying to find their bearings. Sudden- 
ly It bognn to bear north. It swerved 
shortly and moved rapidly westward 
again, turning later nnd making 
straight for the south at a high speed. 
"Once more it turned oust until It 

came astride the main road to , 

when it bore steadily ulong parallel 
with the road. 

Searchlights Shine Out 
"Meanwhile searchlights were played 
east, west, north und south of the road, 
their range stretching far out like the 
tentacles of an octopus. So far the 
raider had managed to evade tho light. 
Now, however, one ray fell full across 
its path. It lighted the airship up 
beautifully, making It look like a mon- 
ster silver-scaled fish. Other rays were 
concentrated and began to play on the 
monster. The sky was now one blaze 
of revealing light In the vicinity. 

"In vain did the Zeppelin move 
about, hither and thither, seeking a 
way of escape. Everywhere the rubier 
was pursued by those fatal rays. The 
guns began to play around the airship. 
Shells burst all around. Some got very 
close. The airship made a quick 
maneuver us though to escape north- 
ward. The pitiless searchlight followed 
and the raider was cuught between two 
powerful rays nnd lined against a dark 
bank of clouds. 

"That wns the beginning of the end. 
There wns n gun flash, followed by n 
roar. The raider was struck. Through 
my glasses I could plainly see it reel 
and rock under the hit. Then It be- 
gun to descend earthward, very slowly. 
It could not now escape tlie rain of 
missiles. After the next hit the rear 
part of the Zeppelin broke Into flames. 
"The ship then floundered about In 
the ulr us though Its crew -had lost 
control of It. It was now one mass 
of flume, looking like a blading house 
suspended in midair. There wus no 
question of escnpe. Its descent quick- 
ened, and Anally It crashed to earth 
less than a mile from the height on 
which we had watched. 

Crew in Midst of Flames. 
"As It approached the ground tho 
figures of the crew could bo seen 
wreathed about by ilames. Two of 
them either fell or Jumped from the 
airship when It was about two hun- 
dred feet above the ground. While the 
blazing raider was suspended helpless 
in the air three loud explosions were 
heard In rapid succession. It was 
after the last of these that tho final 
earthward plunge was made. 

"The fight wus watched bv crowds 
on the hillsides for. miles around. As 
tbe monster took her final plunge 
round.. after round of cheers blended 
with the boom of the guns." 

An occupnnt of one of the verv few 
houses situated In tho district where 
the Zeppelin fell says: 

"Suddenly the Zeppelin assumed a 
perfectly perpendicular position, and a 
tremendous flame burst from her, trav- 
eling from the bottom tn hm Ji r* 



ii mutch to a new Incandescent gas 
burner. She slid down toward tlie 
ground, and It all happened in abou 
fifteen seconds. 

"I made for the spot whero she fol7J|| 
und found her a huge heap of brokeiiT 
metal. There wus smoldering In some 
places. Shortly afterward the fire 
brigade arrived on the scene and the 
hose wns played on her for

Sees Zeppelin Fall. 
Another eye witness says: 
"I saw a Zeppelin completely 
focussed by-sevornl powerful search- 
lights. It appeared to be at a greut 
height, but It seemed that it must be 
hit nt nay moment, so splendid was 
tho marksmanship of our gunners. 
Presently tho Zeppelin disappeared 'In 
the low-lylng clouds, und while tho 
searchlights continued to play on the 
spot where the Zeppelin had been 
focussed ii glow spread over the sky 
and gradually extended nnd Increased 
in its Intensity until tho whole heav- 
ens were Illuminated. 

"In tho center of this magnificent 
glow wns a huge flume, which soon 
became larger und larger. It wus 
quickly apparent that the Zeppelin 
was well aflame. Tlie airship tilted 
at nn angle of some 80 degrees, and 
In a few seconds the conflagration ex- 
tended the full length of the airship. 
Almost as suddenly the huge blaze 
subsided Into a dull red glow, nnd the 
spectacle wus nt uri end." 
Yet another spectator saw It thus: 
"The nlr was full of the reports of 
anti-aircraft guns nnd fulling bombs. 
Suddenly n great bluze of , light ap- 
peared In the sky at an altitude of 
ninny thousands of feet. A great col- 
umn of flame shot up, and a great 
cloud of smoke could be seen rolling 
above the fire. The Humes shot up 
hundreds of feet 

"As the rnlder slowly fell to I he 
earth Its appearance suggested a huge 
fiery parachute. The blazing mass 
gathered speed as It fell while the 
Ilames alternately expanded nnd con- 
tracted. By the time the airship was 
within a thousand feet of the ground 
all the gas Imd apparently left the 
bug, and only the solid framework 
and the gondolus containing the 
wrecked engines nnd the scorched 
and lifeless bodies of the crew reached 
the ground." 

Centered In Light Ball. 
Another watcher on a hill, north of 
London thus describes the plight of 
the Zeppelin before it was hit: 

"When the guns opened fire the Zep- 
pelin had already been centered in the 
ball of light created by the myriad 
arms of pale lights which shot up sud- 
denly from thc~durkness of the city. 
The Zeppelin wns at u great height— 
so great. Indeed, that It seemed Just 
like a bar of polished steel, linear- 
the thickness of an engine piston rod, 
und there It remained, apparently mo- 
tionless nnd undecided wlflch way to 
go, while the guns peppered it without 
cessation. 

"Shells hurst uround It, in front ind 
behind It, above and below it It 
made to turn us If In the direction of 
tlie const, but a shell burst ominously 
near its nose and caused it to swing 
round in the opposite direction. Its 
tall dipped und It made to ascend still 
higher, when a shell burst directly 
over' It. Another descent wus neces- 
sary, und three shells burst simul- 
taneously below It 

Behind It nnd In front of It two 
shells burst ut the same tlm*. Tho 
Zeppelin, wriggled like some leviathan 
In the colls. It seemed impossible for 
It to go north, south, enst or west, and 
there It stood for a. second or two, 
helpless to move, with the shells 
bursting nil around it." 
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Aeroplanes in Pursuit 
One who witnessed the end from a 
country lane on the northern outskirts 
of London lit a distance of eight or 
nine miles heard the Zeppelin puss 
over first nnd then ueroplunes lu pur- 
suit. He said : 

"If there was no explosion from 
bombs tlie luck of noise from this 
source wns made up by the whir of 
ueroplunes In pursuit. They took up 
the chase through the white fog. Tho 
Zeppelin flew off und darkness once 
more reigned. 

"Then the country became ua light 
as day nnd n glow of red Illuminated 
everything. For a few moments tho 
flume wns so intense tliut it was easy 
to read the print of newspapers, and 
the objects In the thick fog Were mag- 
nified two or three times their usual 
size. It was a fantastic scene. A 
roar followed and darkness again fell. 
A moment later the whole scene was 
again enacted and then the country- 
side wns once more swallowed up In 
darkness." 

A flying ofllcer said the destroyed 
Zeppelin appeared to him to be larger 
and longer than the usual type al- 
though he was not In a, position to say 
that It was a super-Zeppelin. 

The second Zeppelin, slightly dam- 
aged, came down near the coast. Tho 
crew of 22 was taken prisoner. The 
muchlne hns been removed to nn east 
coast arsenal. 

Iteports given out by the ofilclal 
press bureuu stated, that 30 persons 
had been killed during the raid and 
about 100 Injured. The property dam- 
age amounted to about $1,000,000 
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Hunting Crows; Hurt Himself. 

Mlddletowii, N. Y.— George Nelll a 

fanner of Jefferson vl lie, took his gun 

and went out to shoot crows which 

were raiding his cornfield. As ho was 

about to raise, his gun to fire at a 

crow the weapon was discharged, send- 

ng the charge Into his foot nnd shoot- 

ng off one of his toes, besides badly 

njurlng his foot. The farmer then 

harnessed his team and drove several 

miles to have a surgeon dress tho 

wound.

GERMAN SUBMARINE SINKS SIX SHIPS 
OFF U.S. COAST; WARSHIPS SAVE LIVES 

American Destroyers Rescue Passengers and Crews From British 

Liner and Five Freighters Torpedoed by Germans— Raider 

Visited Newport Before Making Attacks.

•Boston, Oct. 10.— The submurlne 
arm of the Imperial German navy rav- 
aged shipping off the eastern coast of 
tho United States on Sunday. 

Four British, one Dutch and one 
Norwegian steamer were sent to the 
bottom or left crippled derelicts off 
Nantucket shouls. 

Sunday night, under the light of the 
hunters' moon, the destroyer flotilla 
of tho United States Atlantic llect 
picked up passengers and crews of the 
destroyed vessels and brought them 
Into Newport; It. I. 

y A number of Americans were among 
the passengers aboard the British 
steamer Stephano. Ail were suved. , 
List of Ships Sunk. 
Stephano, British passenger liner, 
2,144 tons gross, plying regularly be- 
tween New York, Halifax and St 
John's, N. F. Torpedoed southeast of 
Nantucket while bound for New York. 
Passengers and crew, numbering 144, 
were picked up by the destroyer Dray- 
ton and brought to Newport. 

Strut hdene, British freighter, '4,321 
tons, torpedoed and sunk off Nan- 
tucket Crew taken aboard Nantucket 
shoals lightship and later removed to 
Newport by torpedo-boat destroyers. 
Tho Strathdene left New York on Sat- 
urday for Bordeaux. 

West Point, British freighter, 2,413 
tons gross, 375 feet long, torpedoed and 
sunk off Nantucket Crew abandoned 
tho ship In small boats after a warning 
shot from the submarine's gun. Offi- 
cers and men were taken aboard de- 
stroyer. Bound from London for New- 
port News. 

Bloomcrsdijk, Dutch freighter, '3,201 
tons, torpedoed and sunk south of 
Nantucket Crew taken aboard a de- 
stroyer. The steamer was bound from 
New York for Rotterdam. 

Christian Knudsen, Norwegian 
freighter, 2,583 tons, torpedoed and 
sunk near where the Bloomcrsdijk 
went down. Grew picked up by de- 
stroyers. The vessel sailed from New 
York Saturday for London. 

Kingston, British freighter, torpe- 
doed nnd sunk southeast of Nantucket 
Crew missing and destroyer searching 
for them. This vessel Is not named In 
maritime registers and may be the 
Kingstonlnn. 

So far as known there was no loss of 
life, though at a late hour the crew of 
tho British steamer Kingston had not 
been accounted for. 

A submarine held up the American 
steamer Kansan, bound from New York 
for Genoa with steel for tho Itnllun 
government, but later, on establishing 
her Identity, allowed tho American to 
proceed. Tho Kansan came Into Bos- 
ton harbor late at night. 

The hostile submarine Is believed to 
be the U-53, which paid a call to New- 
port on Saturday and disappeared at 
sunset. Some naval men, however, de- 
clared that at least two submarines 
are operating close to the American 
shore, though outside the three-mile 
lUnlt. 

Operate In Steamer Lanes. 
The submarine or submarines had 
taken a position directly In the steamer 
lanes, where they could hardly miss 
anything bound in for New York or 
bound enst from thnt 'port 

Vessels of the entente allied nations 
and neutral bottoms carrying contra- 
band of war scurried to get within tho 
three-mile limit of the American shore. 
Several thnt were following the out- 
side course shifted and made for the 
Inside lane. The Stephano of the Bed 
.Cross line, however, was caught out- 
side the neutral zone. ' 

The destruction of this vessel was 
perhaps the biggest prize of the day. 
The craft had been sold to the Ilusslnn 
government and would have been used 
as an Icebreaker after her present trip. 
Throughout the day and up to late 
Sunday night none of the patrolling 
fleet * maintained by the British and 
French to protect their own shipping 
nnd American ships carrying munitions 
of war had been sighted, but the com- 
mander In chief of the British North 
Atlantic squadron said at Halifax in 
response to queries from the United 
States that "all steps possible In the 
circumstances are being taken to deal 
with the situation." 

The passengers nnd crews of the de- 
stroyed vessels who were brought Into 
Newport renehed there after midnight 
Use Guns and Torpedoes. 
Later reports gave. further details of 
tho attacks. The Stephano met a sub- 
marine six miles southeast of Nan- 
tucket lightship nnd was attacked by 
gunfire and a torpedo. It remained 
nfloat until 10:05 o'clock Sunduy 
night 

The West Point went down ten 
xnlles south of the Nantucket light- 
ship.

The first wireless warning of the 
presence of n hostile submarine in tho 
steamship lane was given In the dis- 
tress signals of the" West Point, which 
reported that It had been torpedoed 30 
miles southeast of Nantucket light 

This message apparently was picked 
up by every vessel having a wireless 
equipment within range, for within a 
very short time press dispatches from 
St Johns, N. B., and Halifax, N. S., In- 
dicated thut the patrolling battleships 
bad received the alarm. 

The British censorship, however, 
prevented the disclosure of the move- 
ments of the patrolling fleets. 

Meantime, shipowners In Boston 
were communicating with their vessels 
at sea. 

U-53 Reaches Newpoprt 
Newport, It. I. Oct 9.— The German 
submarine 53 mounting two quick-fir- 
ing guns and equipped with torpedo 
tubes, steamed • into Newport harbor 
on Saturday afternoon, 17 days out 
from Wllhelmshaven, and carrying of- 
ficial mall and confidential advices for 
the German embassy at Washington. 

The submersible came Into port Hy- 
ing the German flag and under Its 
own power. As soon as It was sighted 
by the United States naval training 
station on Goat island an American 
torpedo boat was sent out and con- 
voyed It Into port 

Lieut. Capt Hans Rose chose an an- 
chorage alongside the U. S. S. Birming- 
ham in the outer harbor. 

Stay Proves Brief. 
The German did not linger long. 
Almost before the • olllcers of the 
American fleet of warships, through 
which the stranger had nosed her 
way, had recovered from their as- 
tonishment, the undersea fighter had 
delivered a message for the German 
ambassador, and, weighing anchor, 
turned Brenton's reef lightship and 
disappeared beneath the waves just 
Inside the three-mile limit 

To n press correspondent the com- 
mander Intrusted correspondence for 
Ambassador von Bernstorff. 

Lieutenant Captain Koso declared 
that the sole purpose of his visit to a 
United States port was to leave ofll- 
clal mall, and, having accomplished 
ills purpose, he put to sea shortly 
after five o'clock In the afternoon. 

Scrupulous observance of the United 
States neutrality law was maintained 
by the Germnn commander. 

Torpedo Boat Convoy. 
The submnrine startled sleepy New- 
port late In the afternoon when It 
appeared off Goat Island. There was 
a stir among United States navy 
men and at once the torpedo boat 
O'Brien put out to convoy the vis- 
itor to safe anchorage alongside the 
United States steamship Birmingham. 
.-There was no effort to conceal the 
fact that the vessel was a fighter — 
not a peaceful freighter like the 
Deutschland, which recently brought 
In a dyestuffs cargo. 

A boat was sent out from the Bir- 
mingham to bring the submnrine cap- 
tain und his olllcers ashore. They 
were Immediately taken to the coin- 
mnndunt's quarters, where they wore 
entertained for about an hour. 

Upon leaving Lieutenant Bose snld 
he was going outside the harbor and 
remain there for the present. 

Immediately upon* the arrival of tho 
U-5JI wireless information was sent 
to the British and French patrol fleet 
off the coast 

Commander Rose appeared to be 
about thirty-eight years of age. He Is 
of more than medium height, with 
dark hair and blue eyes. 

Two American Ships Sunk. 
Copenhagen, Oct. 10. — Tho Nor- 
wegian consul general at Archangel 
telegraphs to the foreign ofllco at 
Chrlstlanln that at least two Ameri- 
can ships, the Hawlta und the Colum- 
bia, und ono French stenmer have 
been torpedoed in the waters between 
Vurdoe and Archangel.

Long Branch, N. .1., Oct. 11.— A con- 
ference between President Wilson and 
Count Von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador, at the summer White House 
and a telephone talk between the pres- 
ident and heads of departments In- 
volved In Washington on Monday re- 
vealed the following facts regarding 
the situation of the United States with 
respect to the activities of the U-53 off 
Nantucket lightship. 

1. President Wilson will hold Ger- 
many to all its promises regarding its 
conduct of submarine warfare. 

2. Ambassador von Bernstorff prom- 
ises that Germany will hold sacred all 
its promises to the American govern- 
ment ■ , 

3. Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
says the Germans have not violated 
the neutrality of the United States, 
aud that passengers and crews have 
been given a full measure of safety. 

4. Secretary of State Lansing, while 
not ready to make a ilual decision, can- 
not see how the Germans have violated 
international law thus far In their cam- 
paign against allied shipping and con- 
traband entering or leaving American 
ports. The promises regarding wum- 
ing and 'safety of passengers mid 
crews, he believes, apparently have 
been kept. _ 

Secretary Lansing, it was announced, 
will come here for a conference with 
President Wilson concerning German 
submarine raids off the American 

coast 

The president made this statement 
before the German ambassador made 

his call. 

"The German government will be 
held to the fulfillment of Its promises 
to the government of the United 
States," he said. "The government 
will, of course, tirst Inform itself as 
to all the facts that there may be no 
doubt or mistake as far as they are 
concerned. 

••The country may rest assured thut 
the German government will be held to 
the complete fulfillment of Its prom- 
ises to the government of the United 
States. I have no right now to ques- 
tion its willingness to fulfill them." 

Count von Bernstorff spent only 15 
minutes with the president. On leav- 
ing die summer White House he said 
to the correspondent: 

"All the attacks on merchant ships 
off the American coast have been con- 
ducted in accordance with cruiser war- 
fare." 



Bucharest, via London, Oct. 10.— In 
the face of a far superior force, main- 
ly German, the Koumanlan troops 
from Ilermannstadt to Kronstadt (TO 
miles) have been withdrawn to the 
Carpathian frontier, according to the 
olllcial communication issued on Sun- 
day from Uoumaulan headquarters, to 
Insure defense of the frontier passes. 
The text reads in part : 

"Northern front— In the Alt valley 
of the Transylvania plain, In the region 
of Ilermannstadt, Forgarns and Kron- 
stadt, In the face of very superior ene- 
my forces, principally Germans, the 
Koumanlan forces have been cleverly 
withdrawn to strategic positions on the 
Carpathian frontier to Insure a strong 
defense of the four passes leading 
from Ituuiiiuuin to Kronstadt. 

"All evidence shows that the Aus- 
tro-Gormnns are bringing troops from 
all other fronts in order to make n 
desperate coup In this region. 

"According to the latest news the 
Roumanian offensive has already been 
resumed In the Jlul valley and Calnenl 
pass In the direction of Ilermann- 
stadt." 

Berlin, via London, Oct. 10.— The city 
of Kronstadt. in the southeastern por- 
tion of Transylvania, Its leading in- 
dustrial and commercial center, and 
which was occupied by the Roumani- 
ans shortly after their entry Into the 
war, has been recaptured by the Aus- 
tro-German forces, the war oillce an- 
nounced on Sunday. Kronstadt Is about 
seven miles within the Austriun 
frontier. 

All along the eastern line In Tran- 
sylvania, the olllcial statement reports, 
the Roumanians are falling back. 
From the Gelster forest the Teutonic 
forces have pressed Into the Alt val- 
ley and fought their way forward. 

Sofia, Oct. 10, via Loudon. — The Ser- 
bians have met with repulses In their 
attacks on the Bulgarians along the 
western end of the Macedonian front, 
the war oillce announced, and again 
have been frustrated In effort* to cross 
the river Cerna, southeast of Mo'n- 
astlr.
